The 
division  has  now  moved  with  a  smooth  transition  from 
the  Mississippi  Department  of  Education  to  the  State 
Board  for  Community  and  Junior  Colleges.  The  State 
Board  has  been  working  with  the  Career  and 
Technical  Division  on  meeting  the  needs  of  business 
and  industry  with  quality  education,  skills  training, 
work  ethics,  and  Work-Based  Learning. 

Co-Lin  has  taken  a  positive  step  in  this  area  by 
combining  the  Career  and  Technical  Education 
Division  and  the  Workforce  Development  Division 
under  the  experienced  and  knowledgeable  leadership 
of  Louis  Dugas    Dugas  will  become  Dean  of  Career, 
Technical  and  Workforce  Education  on  July  1,  2005. 
He  will  lead  both  teams  to  prepare  individuals  for  the 
workforce  for  immediate  and  long-term  employment 
as  he  works  with  business  and  industry  to  meet  the 
local  and  state  economy  needs. 

Partnerships  continue  to  be  developed  with  business 
and  industry  employers  such  as  ChevronTexoco,  BP 
America,  Transocean  Offshore  Deepwater  Drilling, 
Inc.,  Nissan  North  America,  and  Cellular  South.

Graduates 
will  be  awarded  a  Certificate  of  Health  Care  Assistant 
and  may  qualify  for  empfoyment  as  homerrtakers, 
nurse  assistants,  long-term  care  aides,  or  home  Health 
aides  in  Mississippi.

Instructor,  recently  received  Automotive  Service 
Excellence  Master  Certification  for  Medium/Heavy 
Duty  Trucks.  Smith's  certification  is  the  first  step  in  Co- 
Lin's  pursuit  of  ASE  certification  for  the  Diesel 
Equipment  Program.  The  nationally  accepted  certifica- 
tion will  increase  employability  options  for  the  diesel 
equipment  students. 

The  Mississippi  State  Board  of  Cosmetology  recent- 
ly recognized  Co-Lin's  cosmetology  program  for 
excellent  instructional  skills  for  2004,  as  evidenced  by 
examination  results  of  a  written  theory  average  score 
of  80.0  or  greater  and  of  achieving  one  of  the  top 
three  composite  scores  for  schools  with  eleven  to 
twenty-five  students  examined.

Work-Based  Learning 

Work-Based  Learning  focused  on  two  major  objec- 
tives for  the  school  year  2004-05.  The  primary  objec- 
tive was  the  part-time  employment  of  career  or  techni- 
cal students  at  worksites  directly  related  to  their  tech- 
nical training.  Ninety  students  from  12  career  and 
technical  programs  were  enrolled  in  WBL  during  the 
year.  Not  only  did  the  students  enhance  their  technical 
skills  as  they  worked,  they  also  earned  money  to  help 
with  college  expenses   The  WBL  students  received  an 
average  wage  of  $8.19  and  earned  $356,000.  Many 
found  permanent  employment  upon  graduation  as  a 
result  of  their  |ob  performance  at  their  WBL  worksite. 
Fifty-six  employers  |Oined  Co-Lin  in  this  partnership, 
providing  experienced  mentors  for  the  students  to  help 
guide  them  through  their  WBL  experience. 

The  other  focus  of  the  WBL  program  was  in  helping 
all  career-technical  students  make  a  successful  transi- 
tion lo  the  workplace.  Learning  more  about  employer 


expectations  through  the  use  of  |ob  skills  newsletters 
and  industry-led  forums  sponsored  by  WBL  helped 
career-technical  students  realize  the  equal  importance 
of  work  ethic  and  technical  skills  in  building  a  suc- 
cessful career. 

Tech  Prep 

Tech  Prep  continues  to  provide  opportunities  for 
quality  training,  workplace  experiences,  and  national 
conference  participation  for  both  secondary  and  post- 
secondary  educators  from  throughout  the  district.  Over 
740  secondary  and  postsecondary  faculty  and  staff 
attended  various  Tech  Prep  sessions  in  Wesson  and 
Natchez. 

Fifty  counselors,  Career  Center  managers,  and 
Special  Populations  coordinators  attended  counselor 
meetings  ond  the  retreat  held  on  the  Gulf  Caasf  in 
April  2005.  They  visited  Northrop  Grumman  in 
Pascagoula  and  the  Stennis  Space  Center  in  Hancock 
County  on  their  annual  industry  tour.

Continuing  with  a  tradition  of  strong  support 
for  technology  initiatives,  Copiah-Lincoln  is 
again  making  substantial  commitments  to 
deploying  leading  edge  technologies  at  all  loca- 
tions. Secured  wireless  access  is  being  expand* 
ed  in  key  location  throughout  college  facilities 
and  grounds. 

The  presentation  systems  in  the  Dow/Young 
Building  have  become  coveted  lecture  centers 
and  the  underlying  technologies  are  now  being 
expanded  to  other  classrooms  in  Smith  Hall  and 
will  be  installed  in  all  the  class  rooms  and  labs 
at  the  Simpson  County  Center.

Distance  Learning  has  continued  to  see  a 
steady  increase  in  student  enrollment  and  course 
offerings  by  Co-Lin  faculty.

Renovation 


In  August  of  2005,  Copiah-Lincoln  will  open  a 
35,000  square  foot  facility  conveniently  located 
at  Legion  Lake  on  Highway  49  between 
Mendenhall  and  Magee  in  Simpson  County. 

The  $4.17  million  facility  will  house  eight  gen- 
eral classrooms,  three  computer  labs,  two  sci- 
ence labs,  one  medical  related  lab,  spacious 
library,  large  multipurpose  room  as  well  as 
eleven  faculty  and  administrative  offices,  confer- 
ence room,  bookstore/grill  and  a 
admissions/business  office  suite. 

The  Center  will  employ  14  full-time  employees 
and  anticipate  150  students  to  enroll  this  fall. 

A  full  array  of  academic  classes  will  follow  a 
four-day  per  week  meeting  schedule.  Students 
would  be  able  to  meet  the  12-hour  minimum  to 
be  a  full-time  student  while  attending  classes  a 
maximum  of  four  days.  The  Center  will  offer 
three  career-technical  programs,  Licensed 
Practical  Nursing,  Business  and  Office 
Technology  and  Health  Care  Assistant. 

The  initial  building  at  the 
center  will  be  named 
after  longtime  Copiah- 
Lincoln  board  member  R. 
Sidney  Parker  of  Magee.        ,^(

In  his  29  years  of 
service  to  the  college,  has  served  as  the  board 
secretary  (1984-1988)  and  as  the  board's  vice 
chairman  (1988-2001). 

A  graduate  of  Magee  High  School,  Mr.  Parker 
attended  Mississippi  College  and  the  University 
of  Southern  Mississippi.  He  taught  school  at 
Shady  Grove  in  Smith  County  for  two  years  and 
at  Old  Hickory  in  Simpson  County  for  six 
months.

Dow/Young  Technology  Building 

The  John  Dow/L.G.  Young  Instructional 
Technology  Building  was  dedicated  on 
September  2,  2004.  The  building  was  named  in 
honor  of  two  former  long-time  trustees,  the  late 
John  Dow  of  Brookhaven  and  L.  G.  Young  of 
Franklin  County. 

The  S3. 5  million  two-story  building  is  30,000 
square  feet,  and  houses  seven  classrooms,  six 
computer  labs,  an  instructional  training  lab,  a 
conference  room,  a  faculty  resource  room  and  a 
faculty  lounge. 

The  building  houses  a  suite  of  18  new  faculty 
offices,  which  is  separate  from  classrooms, 
allowing  faculty  greater  flexibility  in  the  use  of 
classrooms.  In  addition,  there  is  an  adjunct  fac- 
ulty office  suite  located  on  the  second  floor  for 
those  who  teach  part-time  in  the  facility. 

Of  the  six  computer  labs,  four  are  joined 
together  to  allow  the  flexibility  of  having  one 


large  open  lab,  four  separate  labs,  or  any  com- 
bination of  the  four.  Those  labs  accommodate 
activities  related  to  Adult  Basic  Education; 
Related  Skills  for  Career  and  Technical  students; 
Humanities,  Math  and  Language  Arts;  lab  space 
for  tutoring  and  assigned  study  programs;  and 
open  labs  for  general  study.  Two  additional 
computer  classrooms  are  used  primarily  for 
academic  computer  classes. 

The  building  has  all  the  latest  technology.  It 
will  house  top-of-the-line  computers,  overhead 
proiectors,  and  large  mounted  TV  sets. 

Renovations 

With  computer  science  classes  moving  to  the 
Dow/Young  Instructional  Technology  Building, 
the  move  left  Sandifer  Communications  Building 
vacant.  The  two-story  building  was  completely 
renovated  to  house  the  community  education 
division  on  the  second  floor.  The  division  offices 
were  located  at  two  different  suites  on  campus 
prior  to  the  move. 

On  the  first  floor,  larger  pottery  and  drawing 
studios  were  constructed  to  the  art  department 
to  be  located  in  one  location. 

Also  located  on  the  first  floor  is  the  Co-Lin 
Police  Department.  The  department  was  in  need 
of  larger  accommodations.  They  now  have  easy 
access  to  all  parts  of  campus. 


Division    of  ity   Services 


The  Division  of  Community  Services  at 
Copiah-Lincoln  Community  College  strives  lo 
promote  relevant,  excellent,  and  affordable 
opportunities  for  lifelong  learning  through  edu- 
cational and  training  courses,  economic  devel- 
opment services,  and  cultural  and  recreational 
programs  for  individuals  and  organizations.  In 
2004-2005,  the  division  served  approximately 
30,000  individuals  from  the  college  service  area 
and  beyond  through  various  programs  and  serv- 
ices on  the  Wesson  and  Natchez  campuses. 

Federal  Programs 

The  Division  secured  over  SI  .6  million  in  fed- 
eral grants  to  operate  three  federal  programs 
and  assist  in  two  designated  areas  of  the  col- 
lege. 

The  Adult  Education  Department  served  over 
1,200  adults  through  community-  and  campus- 
based  classes  for  individuals  throughout  the 
district  who  did  not  complete  high  school  or 
who  needed  to  upgrade  their  basic  skills.  This 
year,  the  program  partnered  with  13  community 
locations  to  provide  32  classes  and  over  50,000 
hours  of  instruction. 

The  department  also  offered  GED  testing  on 
the  Wesson  Campus,  Natchez  Campus,  and 
Simpson  County  Facility  for  more  than  500  indi- 
viduals. Of  that  number,  over  220  received  their 
GED  Diploma.  In  May  2005,  18  students  from 
Copiah-Lincoln  Community  College  participated 


in  the  second  annual  regional  GED  graduation 
ceremony,  an  event  which  allows  GED  gradu- 
ates from  the  surrounding  area  the  option  to 
participate  in  a  "cap  and  gown"  graduation  cer- 
emony. In  addition,  the  college  partnered  with 
the  Lawrence  County  School  District  Evenstart 
Program  to  provide  a  four-day  per  week  Adult 
Basic  Education  program  for  the  Lawrence 
County  community  and  for  eligible  parents  of 
young  children  in  the  district  who  need  to 
receive  their  high  school  diploma.  Thirty-four 
students  participated  in  the  Lawrence  county  day 
program  this  year. 

The  Senior  Community  Employment  Service 
Program  (SCSEP)  is  a  work-training  program 
funded  by  the  U.S.  Department  of  Labor  which 
enables  senior  citizens  to  work  and  provide 
needed  services  locally  to  the  elderly  and  needy. 
Co-Lin  operates  the  Senior  AIDES  Program, 
sponsored  by  Senior  Services  America,  Inc.,  and 
the  Title  V  Program  sponsored  by  Southwest 
Mississippi  Planning  and  Development  District. 
SCSEP  provides  part-time  employment  for  men 
and  women  55  years  of  age  or  older  who  have 
limited  incomes.  Participants  ore  assigned  to 
positions  that  revitalize  and  enhance  their  job 
skills  while  supporting  local  non-profit  and  gov- 
ernmental agencies  in  the  twelve  counties  served 
by  the  program.  In  2004-2005,  the  program 
employed  136  enrollees  and  served  76  host 
agencies.  In  addition,  over  30  enrollees  secured 


unsubsidized  employment 

The  Upward  Bound  program  assists  high 
school  students  who  are  potential  first-genera- 
tion college  students  or  who  are  from  low- 
income  families  in  developing  the  skills  required 
to  experience  success  in  post-secondary  educa- 
tion. In  2004-2005,  the  federal  grant  allowed  the 
program  to  serve  60  students  in  the  regular 
Upward  Bound  program.  In  addition,  an  initia- 
tive grant  was  awarded  to  the  college,  which 
allowed  the  program  to  provide  services  to  an 
additional  20  students  in  high-risk  areas. 

During  the  academic  year,  89  students  from 
the  6  target  schools  received  instructional,  tutori- 
al, and  counseling  services  at  their  local  high 
school  and  at  8  monthly  sessions  held  on 
Saturdays  at  the  college.  The  Upward  Bound 
program  also  had  80  students  participate  in  a  6-

The  Workforce  Investment  Act  (WIA)  Out-of- 
School  Youth  Program  provides  qualifying  stu- 
dents with  monies  designated  for  tuition,  books, 
and  any  other  expenses  deemed  necessary  to 
complete  their  career,  technical,  or  occupational 
program.  During  2004-2005,  a  total  of  254  stu- 
dents applied  for  the  program  with  58  new  stu- 
dents accepted.  The  WIA  program  served  a  total 
of  203  students  during  the  fiscal  year  with  79 
students  obtaining  employment.  A  total  of  120 
students  were  enrolled  as  Co-Lin  students  with 
47  graduating  and  83  former  Co-Lin  WIA  stu- 
dents received  case  management  services. 
Additionally,  during  the  fiscal  year,  WIA  intro- 


duced a  mandatory  class  enhancing  students 
"work  readiness."  The  Work  Readiness  class 
served  57  studenis. 

State  &  Local  Programs 

The  Elderhostel,  located  on  the  Natchez  cam- 
pus, hosted  seven  activity  weeks  with  350  partic- 
ipants from  all  over  the  United  States. 

The  Institute  for  Learning  in  Retirement  (ILR) 
on  the  Wesson  campus  enrolled  approximately 
110  members;  hosted  9  luncheon  lectures  and 
socials;  scheduled  16  special  interest  classes; 
hosted  five  one  day  trips;  and  scheduled  2 
overnight  trips.  The  ILR  on  the  Natchez  campus 
enrolled  100  members;  hosted  7  socials;  spon- 
sored 8  special  interest  classes;  and  hosted  9 
one-day  trips  to  destinations  in  Mississippi 
andLouisiana. 

The  Small  Business  Development  Center 
(SBDC),  located  at  the  Natchez  Campus,  along 
with  a  part-time  counselor  located  at  Southwest 
Mississippi  Community  College  in  Summit, 
served  over  240  clients  and  assisted  in  putting 
together  business  packages  for  31  continuous 
clients  with  loans  in  excess  of  SI 3.5  million. 
Anticipated  sales  of  these  businesses  were  in 
excess  of  §60.6  million  with  an  anticipated  cre- 
ation and/or  retention  of  340  jobs. 

The  Wesson  and  Natchez  campuses  offered 
60  Special  Interest/Personal  Enrichment  Classes 
during  2004-2005.  A  total  of  385  individuals 
participated  in  these  classes.  In  the  summer  of 


2004,  the  Natchez  Campus  offered  Kids  College 
with  102  students  enrolled  in  such  classes  as 
American  Red  Cross  Babysitters  Training,  Arts 
and  Crafts,  BizWorld,  Computers  for  Kids,  Math 
for  Fun,  Kids  on  the  Net,  Science  for  Young 
Scientists,  and  Acting  Up. 

In  2004-2005,  the  Billy  B.  Thames  Conference 
Center  scheduled  approximately  600  events  and 
served  over  15,100  individuals  in  a  variety 
of  functions  including  workshops,  computer 
training,  seminars,  luncheons,  banquets,  and 
other  meetings.  Included  in  this  number  were 
approximately  30  new  clients. 

The  Workforce  Development  Center  (WFDC) 
sponsored  approximately  900  training  classes 
for  66  businesses,  industries,  and  organizations 
throughout  the  college  district  with  over  12,000 
participants  in  these  training  classes.  During 
2004-2005,  the  WFDC  partnered  with  DG  Foods, 
Inc.,  in  Gallman, 
Mississippi,  to 
offer  pre-employ- 
ment training  for 
1,000  individuals 
in  the  college 
service  area.
